such practices, if on attempt were 
made to revive them now."

In conclusion he says: "Each of the 


petitioners is seeking discharge from 
arrest xincler indictment or informa- 
tion for illegally depositing unmailable 
matter In the mails.

"I think no decision will be found 


wherein it Is held that if an act defines 
different offenses and provides for their 
punishment, the fact that as to one of 
the offenses the legislation was unau- 
thorized renders the entire legislation 
invalid, nnd so if the act defines and 
prescribes punishmest for an offense, 
the fact that it also, independently of 
euch provision, imposes duties on offi- 
cers which are unauthorized by the con- 
stitution is Immaterial. If I am cor- 
rect in this discrimination, then the 
provision for the punishment for mall- 
ing unmallablo matter is not dependent 
upon the prescribing duties of post 
office officials in relation to such mat- 
ters, but each may stand or fall inde- 
pently of the other."

NEVADA, Cal., Sept. 18.—Gallavolti, 


superintendent of 
the Derbee drift 


mine, was murdered by highwaymen, 
yesterday morning, while coming to 
this city. He had $6,000 in gold bum 
just cleaned up at the mine. Galln- 
votti and J. U. Olbtrom were In a buggy 
ascending the South Yuba river grade, 
6 miles from 
tn">s city, when a rifle 


shot was fired from the bank above. 
The ball entered Gallavotti's head 
causing Instant death. 


Olstrom urged the horses up the 


grade just as a second shot was fired. 
The bullet struck one of horses in the. 
neck, but a turn in the road took the 
team out of the range of thfi shooting. 
On reaching the Mount Vernon house 
Olstrom loft Gallavolti's body and Md 
the bullion in the brush. He then rode 
to the city and notified the officers. A 
squad of men started for the scene of 
the murder.

Death Caused fay the Fumes oi Muriatic 


Aeld. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 18.-A larpjo,bottle of 


muriatic acid did a groat deal of inis-v 
chief at the Anderson Printing Co.'s 
establishment at 07 Adams street last 
night. The bottle was broken by an 
employe and the acid covered the floor 
from which rose the pungent fumes. 
Capt. Tlios Mullens, of police patrol 
No. 1 nnd a squad of firemen went to 
ascertain the cause of the smoke, and 
while extinguishing the fire the men in- 
haled the poisonous vapor. All were 
shortly afterward affected with inflam- 
mation of the lungs, including Mullens, 
who died from its effects six minutes 
later. The other men, Edward Sax- 
ton, Thomas Carroll, Wm. Devereaux, 
Thomas O'Connor and Joseph Williama 
will recover. 


No Improvement In the Chinese Situa- 


tion. 


LONDON, Sept 18.---A Shang-Hai dis- 


patch says that the Chinese situation 
shows no signs of betterment, and it is 
thought significant by foreign residents 
that a commission of leading officers of 
the Chinese army have been ordered to 
Europei to study the English army rifle 
and compare it with Austrian Man- 
leichter, to choose the superior weapon, 
and order a supply of 500,000, the de- 
livery to begin within three months. 
As China already possesses 50,001) rifles 
of the English type, It is thought that 
the choice of English models is proba 
ble. 


Meantime the Chinese government 


continues to follow a policy of delay, 
as if waiting lor the time when the 
army may be in a condition to resist 
any ordinary assault on the part of Eu- 
ropeans. 


Much indignation has been arqused 


among the foreigners at Shang-Hai by 
the discovery that, in all probability, 
none of the actual rioters were exe- 
cuted. It is not frequent in Chjnu 
when it is desired to spare the life of a 
condemned criminal, and at the same 
time give a public example, to have 
some other criminal substituted for the 
supposed victim and duly beheaded 
As the crowd is kept at a distance dur 
ing the executions, there is nothing to 
prevent the deception, if the authori- 
ties are willing. It is claimed that, in 
the cases of several, if not all the riot 
era condemned for attacking the mis 
sion houses, substitutes were executec 
and the lives of the actual offender 
spared. 


THE FRENCH BBVIEW AT VITBT, 


yesterday, was one of tfco grandest af 
fairs since the downfall of the firs 
Napoleon. 
Over 100,000 troops were 


assembled, and twenty-one guns an- 
nounced the arrival of President Car- 
not. The spectators were mostly of 
the bourgeois class and they displayed 
the utmost enthusiasm, shouting for 
Carnot, the repnblin and De Preyoinet 
President Carnot frequently applauded 
the smart appearance and discipline of 
the troops, and he was evidently deeply 
gratified both by the soldierly conduct 
of the army and the excited enthusiasm 
of the crowd. The charge of the 18,000 
cavalry was splendid. 


President Carnot was a gnest of the 


officers at DeJeunes and he toasted the 
army, and warmly eulogized its dis- 
cipline and fine soldiery appearance. 
He said that France, was justly proud.

WICHITA, Kansas, oame noar having an 


nnpleaaaiit oenmtion Wednesday even- 
ng. A special from that city says that a 
decided sensation waa created there by 
the discovery that had it not been (or 
the police authorities Col. L. L. Polk, 
the Alliance leader, would nave carried 
a coat ot tar and feathers oat ot Wichita. 
A number of old soldiers, incensed at 
some of Folk's utterances, and with a 
living witness telling them of Folk's ill- 
treatment ot Union soldiers daring the 
wur, planned the punishment. 
They 


were tally equipped to carry it oat when 
tbe authorities 
discovered the plot. 


Polk ia his speeches denied having ever 
jeen in a position where it waa possible 
lor him to mistreat prisoners ot war as 
iiad beou represented, bat there was 
produced by Mr. M. MoAhster, an old 
soldier ot Wichita, a permit granting 
him freedom on parole trom the prii on 
at Salisbury, N. 0,, which bears the ug 
nataro of L. L. Polk, Brigadier-General, 
commanding the post. The parole was 
given when MoAlister was supposed I to 
be dying from wouods, and .the old vjet- 
eran tells some horrible tales of the 
tarings of himself and other Union pris- 
oners while in the jail of which Folk was 
commandant. 


While this would have been untorttv 


nate the toot remains that no old soldier 
who did his doty on the line holds any 
but the kindliest feeling for the Oonfed 
orate soldier who took bis chances at the 
front. And we do not hesitate to say 
that no more agreeable meetings occur 
now than than the meeting ot a "Yank" 
and a "Keb,1' ot the kind above referred 
to, bat when it comes to the keeper of a 
damnable pneon-pen, conducted as An- 
d ersonville, Libby and Salisbury were, 
the Union soldier draws the line, and so 
does every other patriotic American cit- 
izen. Tbe man who can starve and mis 
treat nn enemy m war, when he has that 
enemy in his power as a prisoner, has by 
such acts of cruelty shown himself pos- 
sessed of a character that unfits him for 
the society ot honorable people. Witz 
was hung for his infamy soon after the 


war. 
Such men ought to regard the fact 


that they are permitted to live a great 
concession on tbe part of society. It is 
clear that Mr, Folk does not look al 
things thai way. He is probably proud 
of the fact that he mistreated and 
starved to death the husbands of the wo 
men of the North, the fathers of innocent 
and dependent children, and sons of 
Northern parents, and the brothers of 
our loyal daughters. At least not long 
since he said that the whole pension 
business was wrong; that the South was 
tired paying pensions to those who made 
war against it. Not satisfied with his 
perfidious work during the war, he now 
has the impudence to come into tbe 
Northern states as an assumed leader ol 
a new party and endeavor to create a 
sentiment calculated to take away tbe 
pension now pnid, and in many oases, no 
doubt, traceable to Folk's work at Salis- 
bury. These things are hard to endure, 
and it is little wonder that the Wichita 
soldiers got excited about it. 


An Active Administration. 


Whatever objection may be raised by 


enemies against the present National ad- 
ministration it must be admitted by all 
that it has been an native one. It has 
bjeii active in efforts to benefit the peo- 
ple Every department, without a single 
exception, has shown commendable zeal 
in efforts to ''push things" to s higher 
and better plane.

He refers to the masterly an< 
swer Mr. Blaine made in 1881 to Aus- 
tria's reason forjexaluding American pork 
and adds that Minister \Vhitelaw Bsid's 
arraignment of France's tolly ia pursn 
ing the same policy as Denmark, Qer- 
many and Austria, in which he tolt 
France that more people were killed in 
France by lightning than .by tnohirona 
He says the enemies of tbe American pig 
never rallied against this statement ol 
Beid's. Bat ia.Germany the fact thai 
raw pork is eaten 
the danger from 


chance disease is greater, which made 
the work in Germany more difficult, bnt 
the Inspection Bill passed by Congress 
waa satisfactory to Germany and the em 
bargo on American pork was removed 
trom both prepared and live pork. Con- 
cluding Minister Fhelps said: 


"The best ot the matter is that the 


dooree is as satisfactory to Germans as 
Americans. Indeed, judging from nay 
congratulations, the Germans high snc 
low, 
apprecate it more even than Our 


people. Tlwy ought to, as it moans 
cheap food for them. To as it is only a 
new market bat a very good one. It is 
everybody helped, especially Secretary 
Busk- He conceived and forced the 
proper legislation and then inaugurated 
an inspection, the cost of which appallec 
the German mind." 


CHICAGO Tribune: A Democrtiopaper 


says that Jefferson wrote the Declara- 
tion of Independence, pnt it in practice, 
and "left a political party founded on 
its principles."

of sins, among them being a failure to 
pay his dsbts, imprudent conduct, and 
the abuse of his church people He chose 
Rev. Charley Crane to defend him. His 
osse will be heard by a committee ot fif- 
teen and a verdict may be returned by 
eleven. 


The case of E. A. Hquier, cf Taylomlle, 


who was suspended trom the ministry at 
a preliminary trial held by his church 
board, comes up at this conference for a 
final decision. His case was also referred 
to a committee of fifteen, with similar 
power.
